Roosevelt declared here yesterday in a 
"keynote addrosa" which he delivered 
before the Maine republican state con 
vention. 
Col. Roosevelt

clared the republican members of con- 
gress had given to the administration 
in Washington. He decried "misman- 
agement at Washington," 
which, 
he 


said had boon such as to cause ail good 
patriots grave concern and urged the 
necessity for pursuing a policy of "per- 
manent preparedness" after the war is 
won.

"War Is won by brains and steel, not 


by kid gloves and fine phrases," said the 
former president, in his arraignment of 
"some of the most important divisions 
of the government" which he said were 


"almost chemically pure of efficient or- 
ganization." 


In discussing post-bellum readjust- 


ments, which he declared have already 
been shown essential to the continued 
well-being of the nation, the speaker 
said we cannot afford to tolerate flint- 
lock methods of warfare in time of war 
or flint-lock methods of government for 
meeting the problems of industry 
in 


time of peace. We need,new weapons 
tut we need the old spirit back of the 
new weapons. 
The simple governmen- 


tal processes which sufficed in the days 
of Washington and even In the days of 
Lincoln are as utterly inadequate today 
in peace as the flint-lock of Bunker Hill 
and the smooth-bore muskets of Bull 
Run would be in war."

The custom with 
herring is to catcli them when they 
are running and then use them as they 
are needed, and at a time such as 
this, when every effort is being made 
to increase and conserve the food sup- 
ply, 
it is unthinkable that the com- 


monv.-ealth should fail to grasp the 
opportunity. 


'With respect to salmon, we frankly 
state thai the plan is an experiment. 


Wo h(tv« planted about 600,000 sulmoii 
in tho Merrimaek river, and we be- 
llevo that If the Hallways tirfc con- 
structed they will urni tlie river as a 
spawning ground.

his experience along the river for 60 
yearrf caused him to believe that the 
scheme is entirely practical. 
"In tho 


early days," he said, "when we had 
fish ways in the river, the salmon, shad, 
ale wives and lampcr eels came up the 
river in abundance. 'It was customary 
then to salt the alewlves In barrels, 
and I recall that they were so plenti- 
ful at one time that they were called 
'Derryfleld 
beef.' 
I recall also that 


sometimes 'they were so p l e n t i f u l that 
the farmers used to catch them and 
spread them on the ground for fertiliz- 
er. 


"Since the dam went out, we haven't 


had any fish; the next spring" they came 
up the river as far as the dam and 
tried to get over it. I personally saw 
boys taking fish out of the river just 
below the dam, and I saw a sturgeon 
eight feet long- trying- to get up over. 


"I know the fish will come back; 


there was a period of several years at 
oiic* time, after the Lawrence fishway 
went out, before it was restored, and 
yet wlie 11 it was opened up 'again th 
fish camo right back into the river; I 
Know they'll do it again; why shouldn't 
they come into the Merrimaek, the king 
of rivers in New England for fishing?"

Denounces Delay in U.S. Getting 


Into War in Address' Before 
Maine Republican Convention 


PORTLAND. Me., March 29.—There is 


but one way to get a righteous and 
iMtlne peace and that Is to beat del- 
many to her 
knees, Co). Theodore 


Roosevelt declared here yesterday in a 
"keynote address" which he delivered 
before the Maine republican state con- 
vention. 
Col. Roosevelt 
lauded 
as 


":rielo-hcarted" support which he de- 
clared the republican members of con- 
gress hud given to the administration 
In Washington. 
He decried "misman- 


agement at Washing-ton," 
which, 
he 


said had been such as to cause all good 
patriots grave concern and urged the 
necessity for pursuing a policy of "per- 
manent preparedness" after the war Is 
won. 


"War is won by brains and steel, not 


by kid gloves and fine phrases," said the 
former president, in his arraignment of 
"some of tho most important divisions 
of the government" which he said were 


"almost chemically pure of efficient or- 
ganization." 


In discussing post-bellum 
readjust- 


ments, which he declared have already 
been shown essential to the continued 
well-being of the nation, the speaker 
said we cannot afford to tolerate flint- 
lock methods of warfare in time of war 
or flint-lock methods of government for 
meeting the problems of 
industrv 
in 


time of peace. We need now weapons 
fcut we need the old spirit back of the 
new weapons. 
The simple governmen- 


tal .processes which sufficed in the days 
of Washington and even in the days of 
Lincoln are as utterly inadequate today 
in peace as the flint-lock of Bunker Hill 
and the smooth-bore muskets of Bull 
Run would be in war." 


Republicans in congress since the en-

and flour trades in open violation of 
all patriotic1 principles and ag-ainst the 
vital interests of the country. 


"Sucn 'profiteering-,' i. e., the charg-- 


.ng, or in any manner 
whatsoever 


directli or indirectly obtaining-, profits 
.or prices beyond these prescribed un- 
der the law, subjects the gruilty party 


a revocation of license and to other 


severe penalties. 


"It has been hoped that the honesty, 


the sense of fairness, the patriotic im- 
pulse and the respect for law of those 
engag-ed in these trades would be suf- 
ficient to keep the trade dealings with- 
in the prescribed and necessary limits, 
and it has been hoped that the full 
power of the law would not have to 
be exerted. It is my belief that these 
considerations influenced the great ma- 
jority of the dealers In these articles 
in the state. I am sure that they are 
desirous of doing- their business in ac- 
cordance with the law and as patriotic 
citizens. There are, however, some ex- 
ceptions. 


"In is within the power of the food

This wa.s announced late yesterday by 


the American Alliance of Labor tind Do- 


mocracy, of which Samuel Gompors la 
president. 


The American labor mission, accord- 


ing to a spokesman 
for the alliance, 


will tell British and French labor lead- 
ers that organized labor in the United 
States Is committed tr> the prosecution 
of the war to a successful conclusion 
and will not confer with any represen- 
tatives of an enemy country. 


The mission, officially known as the 


"American Federation of Labor 
slon," is composed of:

Opposition 10 Bill 


The only opposition to the bill came 


from Frank E. Dunbar, representing 


i tho Essex 
company. 
His 
contention 


was that the location at Lawrence, on 
the south side of the river, is a wholly 
impractical one, as shown by the fact 
that three fishways located there have 
been washed away by freshets. 


The Essex companj', Mr. Dunbar said, 


takes the position 
that 
the 
proper 


course to pursue would be to repair 
the fishway on the north side of the 
river, which was washed out in 3912. 
Repairs could be made, he said, at an 
expense not exceeding 52000. Some ob- 
jection was made to this plan because 
a city sewer empties Into the river 
very near this fishway, but Mr. Dun- 
bar said this difficulty could be elimi- 
nated by extending the sewer outlet to 
the middle of the river. 


He said he had no doubt that the T5s- 
ix company would be glad to con- 


tribute its share of the cost of repalr- 
ng the old fishway; in years past, he 
said, it has been the practice of'the 
:ompany to meet the commonwealth 
ialf way, and it would very much like 
.0 continue in that spirit of co-opera- 
.lon. 
In view of the decision of the 


supreme court in 1860, however, that 
he company is not legally obliged to 
>ay any portion of the costs, he ques- 
loned very much whether it Would 
consent to make any contribution to- 
vard a fishway which it believes to be 
mproperly located. 


During the course of the hearing 


reference was made to tho "mystery 
man," who is reported to have offered 
'o pay at least a part of the cost of 
he flshways. Chairman Adams of the 
:ommission stated that some weeks ago 
le received a letter from a certain ad- 
ertising agency in Boston, staling that 
t had a client who was interested in 
he matter, and might be willing to 
ontributo to the cost, provided his 
dcntity were not disclosed. "Needless 
to say," Mr. Adams said, "it we can 
find an Individual who is willing to 
pay for the cost of this work, we shall 
not spend, one penny of the common- 
wealth's money for it." 


Relative to the location of the flsh- 


ways, Mr. Dunbar was reminded that 
that was up to the flsh and game com- 
mission as the statutes elve them that 
authority.
